where but in their own Brain. It would, 
oblige us to admit, when defir'd, ſuch ag 
worſhip Bread and Wine for a God. You 
know, the Papiſts hold the Doctrine of 
Tranſubſtantiation. They profeſs to be, 
lieve that the Bread and the Wine in the 
Sacrament arg chang d into the real Body 
and Blood of Chriſt, and therefore wor- 
ſhip the Elements. Let us ſuppoſe that 
a Perſon does not fall in with the Papiſts 
in all other Things, does not eſpouſe all 
the other Errors of the Ramiſt Religion, 
but cannot quit this; and that notwith- 
ſtanding his retaining it, he deſires to be 

recciv'd 
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receiv d into a Community of a different 
Principle. This Perſon would very rea- 
dily ſubſcribe the Letter of the Bible, and 
therefore according to this Principle of 
univerſal Liberty, muſt be admitted: And 
after he is admitted, none of the Members 
of the Community muſt be uneaſy to ſee 
the good Man fall down and worſhip what 
they know to be Bread and Wine; and on 
proper Occaſions to hear him defend the 
Tdolatry.
